WIFE MURDER

IS CHARGED

Newark, N. J., Feb. ,S. Charles I.
Manning was arrested shortly after
midnight tonight on a charge of mur-
der in connection with the doath of
his wife, Harriet, who was shot aaid
killed by Hazel Herdman, who after-
ward ended her own life.

After an all day inyestlgatlon, dur-
ing which a score of witnesses wero
qucBtoined, Chief Long returned to
his office with two handsomely gown-
ed women who have not heretofore
figured In the case.

A young man, about 19 years old,
supposed to be Harry Swayne, Man-
ning's cousin, was brought in imme-
diately afterward, and the three were
questioned for sovoral hours The
police would not permit any one of
the threee to talk after they emerged
from the office, and they were
whisked away in a police automobile.

Charge of Murder.
"We have preferred a charge of

murder against Manning," said Chief
Long. "Ho knew that Hazel Herd-ma- n

killed his wife when we brought
them In here Friday night a few
hours after the shooting. He was with
her all that night and the next morn-
ing up to a few moments before she
killed herself.

"We havo witnesses to prove that
he knew it then, and that he lied to
us in every statement he has made.
Manning is one of the most polished
liars I over met, as well as one of
the most remarkably heartless men.
That is all we can tell you tonight."

Two funerals the aftermath of the
tragedy which cost two lives and
wrecked two homes will be held In
Newark tomorrow.

One of them is a fashionable New-
ark church is for a wife who was
slain through another's love for her
husband. The other In a dingy lit-
tle mortuary chapel in Orange is for
her slayer, tho despairing mother
who took two lives In a fruitless ef-

fort to smooth the path of her name-
less child.

And the man, for love of whom
they both died, will wait in a cell
unable to honor the memory of either

the wife whose life he had wreck-
ed, or the girl who wrecked hers for
him.

HOW LOPEZ GOT

OUT OFBINGHAM

Bingham, Feb. 8. Positive Identifi-
cation of a rifle- - found under the
south end of the railroad trestle
which spans Cottonwood gulch at its
Junction with Carr Fork canyon, as
the weapon which Rafael Lopez took
from Mike Stefano on the night of
November 26, when Lopez went Into
the Utah-Ape- x mine, convinced peace
officer? and residents of. Bingham
that the bandit who shot to death
six men almost within a week, suc-
cessfully escaped.

The rifle was found under the tres-
tle nearly a month ago by J. Hind-baug-

brakeman for the Bingh'ara &

Garfield. Close to the rifle the
brakeman discovered a revolver hol-

ster and a belt nearly filled with rifle
cartridges. He took his find to Salt
Lake without making known Its iden-

tity. Returning to make Bingham
his" home, yesterday Hlndbaugh in-

formed Chief Deputy Sheriff Will
Struthers of his discovery.

By a journey to the cabin oil Stef-
ano, Deputy Sheriff Struthers estab-
lished the identity of the rifle as
tho weapon which Lopez took from
Stefano during his visit to the Stef-

ano cabin prior to entering the mine
to hide. Before Stefano was shown
the rifle he described a file mark
on the stock, which be declared ho
placed there many months ago as
his private mark. This file mark was
found on the stock of the rifle.

The rifle is a .30-3- 0 Winchester, an-

swering in every detail to the weap-

on which Lopez took from Stefano.
In places it has small deposits of
grayish mine mud, and it is very rus-

ty. Tho ownership of the revolver
holster and the cartridge belt was
not established.

Hindbaugh declares that when he
made the find the rifle appeared as if

it had been there many days.
The condition of the weapon gives

rise to the impression that Lopez left
the Utah-Ape- x mine soon after he
shot to death J. Douglas Hulsey and
Tom Manderlch in the raise from
the Andv tunnel beyond the hoist-Chi-

of Police S. 8. Jones, who made
an active search of the mine for
Lopoz, admitted after learning of the
Identification of the rifle that ho is
now satisfied that Lopez did escape
from the mine probably soon after
he killed Hulsey and Manderich.

The theory is advanced that in es-

caping from tho mine, doubtless dur-

ing the night, Lopez walkod down

through Highland Boy, shielding his
weapons under a long overcoat. Then
he walked up on tho railroad which
crosses the trestle from a point im-

mediately below the Utah-Ape- x mill,
hid his weapons under the trestle and
boarded an ore train for Garfield.

O. E. Radke. a Highland Boy black-
smith, and James Larson, a leaser,
both acquainted with Lope, reported
that on the night after tho killing
of Hulsey and Manderlch they ob-

served a man walking down the can-
yon who in a general way answored
the description of tho bandit. Radko
reported to the Bhoriff that when ho
approached the man tho stranger
backed away from him. Ho said tho
man had a heavy overcoat and ap-

peared to have a limp chractcristlc
of the walk oi Lopoz.

Larson also reported that farther
down the canyon he saw tho same
man. AVhon Larson approachod to
attempt to speak to him the stranger
backed away. It had snowed that
night and on tho following morning
tracks entering a building on tho
edge of Carr Fork canyon were dis-

covered.
Reports at that time wero being

circulated that Lopez had been heard
in the mino and tho searchers gavo
little credence to the stories told by
Radke and Larson.

ORGANIZED BASEBALL
TO HAVE BUSY WEEK

New York, Fob. S. Beginning with
tho International league spring meet- -

ing at the Hotel Victoria tomorrow
there will be some hot time In or-

ganized baseball circles thlB week.
On Tuesday at the Waldorf the Na-tion-

league goes into session aftor
a meeting of the hoard of directors
at 1 o'clock. On Wednesday the
American league will sit in confer-
ence at the Biltmore. On Thursday
there will be a Joint meeting of the
American, National and International
leagues, with tho majority of the

Reports
from Buffalo and Toronto are most
encouraging to our cause. Tho only
progressive towns in tho Federal cir-

cuit are Chicago, St. Louis and Bal-

timore. Chicago's park on the north
side is an ideal location and is bound
to draw from the Cubs in a portion of
tho city, which is a big city In it-

self.
"SL Louis has a better location

than either the Cardinals or Browns,
but is tied up by a city ordinance that
prevents the erection of wooden
stands. They have not sufficient cap-

ital in the Mound City to invest in
a steel and concrete stadium. The
same is true in Baltimore. Over
there an effort is being made to
amend a city ordinance so that 'con-

crete and wood' may be substituted
for concrete and iron."
